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REPORT  OF  STATE  TREASURER. 


In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  1 herewith  sul)- 
rnit  the  report  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  balances  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  lhl6,  ending  January  8,  191  7, 
were  as  follows;

Net  Gain $ 169,977.92 

As  shown  by  the  above  cash  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year, 
which  are  exclusive  of  balances,  the  General  Fund  has  made  a large  gain 
during  the  fiscal  year  1916.  This  net  gain  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  receipts  show  a decided  gain  over  the  year  1915,  while  the  expenditures 
were  considerably  less  than  for  the  previous  year. 

The  receipts  of  the  General  Fund  show  an  increase  of  approximately 
$94,000  over  the  year  1915,  but  as  the  receipts  in  1915  showed  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  securities  of  the  Railroad  and  Railway  Guarantee  Deposit 
Fund,  amounting  to  about  $48,000,  the  actual  increase  in  current  revenues 
for  the  year  1916  over  1915  would  be  about  $142,000. 

The  greater  part  of  this  increase  was  from  the  Department  of  Secretary 
of  State.  The  State  Tax  from  Corporations  amounted  to  $205,720.17, 
which  is  $88,331.24  more  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  Tax  from  Auto- 
mobiles shows  an  increase  of  about  $30,000,  and  Fees  a gain  of  $10,000.  The 
receipts  from  the  Automobile  Licenses  have  increased  rapidly  each  year. 
The  receipts  from  this  source  amounted  to  about  $35,000  in  1914,  $55,000  in 
1915  and  $85,000  in  1916. 
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'I'Ik'  Annual  I^'ranchise  'Faxes  from  C'orporalions,  which  arc  cc^llcctcd  hy 
this  1 )c])arlmcnL,  show  a dcc'idcd  increase  of  about  $13,500  over  the  year 
1015.  'Fhe  receipts  from  Licenses  and  Fees  collected  by  the  Clerks  of  the 
Peace  show  a ^ain  of  $7,000,  while  the  Collateral  Inheritance  'Fax  turned 
over  by  the  Register  of  Wills  of  each  county  decreased  by  about  $2,500. 
'Flu'  othc'i'  sources  of  revenue  were  a])])roximately  the  same  as  in  1915. 

'Fhe  ex])enditures  for  the  year  1916  were  $66,000  less  than  for  the  year 
1915,  but  this  is  due  to  the  ex]jense  of  the  Legislature  in  1915,  amounting 
to  $46, $74. 73,  and  the  extra  special  aj)])ropriations  paid  in  1915. 

While  the  hscal  year  ended  with  a good  balance  in  the  'Freasury,  1 would 
recommend  a conservative  ox}3enditure  of  the  funds,  as  the  greater  j)art  of 
the  balance  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  vState  'Fax  from  Corporations;  and 
the  receipts  from  this  source  are  very  uncertain,  as  our  books  show  that  this 
revenue  has  fluctuated  greatly  in  ]jast  years,  and  cannot  be  estimated  to  any 
degree  of  accuracy.  Also  the  expenditures  for  the  year  1917  will  necessarily 
be  increased,  due  to  the  expense  of  the  Legislature. 

Out  of  the  $60,000  Delaware  State  Hospital  Improvement  bond  issue  of 
1915  there  was  $36,709.96  spent  in  1916.  'fhe  transactions  of  this  account 
are  not  shown  in  this  report,  as  this  amount  was  set  aside  in  a separate  fund. 

Regarding  my  duties  as  'rrustee  of  the  School  Fund,  I wish  to  report 
that  the  division  of  this  fund  was  duly  made  during  the  past  year,  the  Dividend 
])cr  teacher  being  $185.  Eighteen  additional  teachers  were  added  in  the 
State,  which  reduced  the  dividend  $3.00  per  teacher  from  the  previous  year. 
'Fhe  amount  expended  for  text  books  was  $14,637.72,  which  is  gradually 
increasing  each  year.  'Fhe  total  amount  actually  distributed  to  the  schools, 
including  the  text  books  was  $173,715. 

The  State  Treasurer,  as  Commissioner  of  the  vSinking  Fund,  and  on  the 
approval  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  purchased  during  the  year  $12,000 
])ar  value  Norfolk  and  Western  Consolidated  First  Mortgage  Railroad  Bonds. 
'Fhis  amount,  added  to  the  investments  already  held  by  this  fund,  gives 
$108,500  in  securities  for  the  liquidation  of  the  vState  Debt.  The  receipts 
of  the  Oyster  Revenue,  which  are  credited  to  this  fund,  were  about  the  same 
as  in  1915;  but  the  receipts  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  gradually  increasing,  due 
to  the  added  interest  each  year  as  new  investments  are  made.
